The public attitude, it should be said, is not critical 
or unfriendly. The remarks of Walter B. Weitsen- 
burger, inspired by the North St. Louts resolution of 
inquiry, reflect accurately the general sentiment of 
the city.

THE CRIMINAL AND THE HOME. 

A committee of the American Bar Association that 
was detailed to look into the matter of crime preven- 
tion rather sensibly decided to consult criminals. In 
its survey of Illinois the committee went to the 
prison at Joliet, where criminals of different types 
were interviewed. Some of the prisoners blamed 
“crooked lawyers.” Others charged the dilatory 
Judges, with their everlasting continuances, as re- 
sponsible {nm a great degree for the manufacture of 
criminals, stressing the familiar fact that the asso- 
ciation of first offenders with hardened convicts 
makes our prisons recruiting stations of crime. Most 
of the prisoners blamed the home. 

That the home largely determines character !s ob- 
vious, but the point made by one of the witnesses 
commands attention because of the man’s bearing and 
testimony. Along with his distinction of manners 
and speech, his fine physique was impressive. It de- 
veloped that he was a college eraduate. In every re- 
spect he gave the appearance of background and 
training. Yet he blamed his home for his downfa!l]— 
its “drudgery and general unhappiness.” 

That many homes, seeming!y¥y well conducted. fa! 
bitterly, if judged by the records of the children. its 
a dreary commonplace. Some homes err on the side 
of severity, on the fnability of parents to recognize | 
that times and customs change, that every succeed- 
ing generation has i{ts own peculiar requirements. | 
that the supreme task of building character cannot be 
accomplished through formulas and dogmas. The !n- 
dulgent parent ts a perennial symbol of follr, but 
parental harshness, possibiy, has made as sorry a 
showing by and large as has parental weakness 

The great point of this new chapter of penology ‘s 
the veritr that parents cannot shift their sacred ob- 
ligation onto the broad shoulders of the state or to 
any other institution. Belief in the omnipotence of 
the law to make and keep people good !{s now ram- 
pant, but ft is a wretched superstition. 
is the product of voluntary choice, not of statutory 
compuision, and the judgment and strength to choose 
well largely the result of Intelligent home enritron- 
ment, which parents can provide only by vigilance 
and work and vision. |

THE SENATE TALES. 

The New York speech, tn which former Gor. ox 
of Ohio derided the administration's hypocritical pose 
towards the League of Nations occasioned an interest- 
ing exchange in the Senate. Senator McCormick of 
started the discussion by challenging the 
Democratic members te say where they stood on the 
guestion and warning them that the country would 
presently command them to show their colors. He was 
interrupted by Senator Borah, most uncompromising 
of the irreconcilables, who rentured sweetly that 
sentiment in favor of our entering the league was 
growing. 

In support of his judgment Mr. Borah pointed 
out that Secretary of State Hughes has been from 
the first a leaguist, whose “object and purpose, a3 
stated in 1920, was to have the Republican party in 
such a position that we would have to join the league.” 
And, sententiously observed the speaker. “he’s doing 
it with a marked degree of success.” Reference. [00; 
was made to another proleaguer itn the Cabinet. Sec- 
retary Hoover, who has “made no concealment of the 
fact that we are going into the league, that we ought 
to be in it mow.” Having thus reduced McCormick 
from a stern monitor to a stammering apologist, Mr 
Borah announced that entering the league was 10 
longer an issue, that the question for the next cam- 
paign was “whether America should regain its free 
dom from alilances.” 

Obviously, this was an allusion to the four-Power 
treaty and other agreements of the Washington con- 
ference. Possibly Mr. Borah was also serving notice 
on the White House as to what might be expected 
if our Italian Ambassador, Mr. Child. 
among the distinguished visitors at the Genoa confer- 
ence, should move officially into the parley. The 
Senator from Idaho has said that for the United 
States to discuss problems of world-wide moment 
with European nations or to enter into any arrange 
ment for prevention of war or promotion of peace !s 
heresy, and the verdict stands 
been so. In 1906, the year before Mr. Rorah was first 
elected to the Senate, the United States was officially 
represented at the Algeciras conference, and the 
treaty drafted by that body was ratified br the Sen- 
ate. That fact has never alarmed Mr. Borah or any 
other of the irreconcilables. It has never been a cam- 
paign issue, though itn principle it {fs just as ob{fection- 
able as Versailles, Washington or Genoa.

“Natural Sele-tion” or “Survival 
Fittest’ ts undoubtedly one potent factor 
in bringing about changes of species in plants 
and animals. Consider the dally changes in 
temperature, the alternations of the seasons 
which. by the way, very considerably from year 
to year, the slow but immense geological oscil- 
lations as seen tn glacial movements and the 
uplift and subsidence of land masses; erosion, 
earthquakes, the. food supply, the friendly help 
or hostility of other neighboring forms of life— 
all these never-ceasing changes tn environment 
cannot but profoundly affect species as well as 
individuals. Sometimes, as we all know, 
changes are sudden enough to cause death; 
storms kill birds, floods drown animals, earth- 
quakes and volcanic eruptions cause great de- 
struction.
